AN ENGLISH SCULPTOR'S SOLUTION 
OF THE MYSTERY.

John Bell Thizks That She Stood In the 
Vast Amphitheater at Melos Typifying 
a Great Goddess Conferring Honors—A 
Problem In Art. 


| Any number of attempts have been 
made tu restore to her original perfec- 
tion the Venus of Melos, who has stood 
in armless beauty for the adiniratiun of 
the thonsauds of art lovers who visit the 


Loavre, but the original design is as | 
problematical still as the meaning of | 


| the monster that guards the pyramids, 
| and so accustomed have people become 
to the Venus as it emerged from the 
| ruins of the Melosamphitheater that no 
sculptor bas yet been able to effect a 
restoration which satisfies the sense 
thos cultivated. John Pell. an Eng- 
lish sculptor, has mado,the latest resto- 
ration. 
As no mention appears in ancient rec- 
ords of art, there is no knowing what 
: personage or deity the so called Venus 
may have been intended to represent. 
She has becn entitled a Venus Victrix, 
and one of ber lost bands is supposed to 
have held the apple, the award of Paris, 


while another speculation bas been that | 


she tormed part of a group with Mars. 
According to another idea. she repre- 
sented a sea nymph, the spevial protect 
ing Nereid of the isle. By some she bas 
been said to be a Nemesis. in connection 
possibly with the Athenian massacre of 
the islanders, about the time of the Pel- 
oponnesian war. By othirs she ha: 
been adoptel as a Nike or Victory. 


Others have assigned to her the mmes | 


of Sappho, Phryne or a mourning Elec- 
tra, while yet another version hus been 
that she was a lyre playing muse. The 
most general idea, however, hus been 
that she was an Aphrodite or Venus. 
which is highly probable from the al- 
most universal worship of that goddess 
throughout the coasts and) islands of 
the Adgean archipelago, und it hiis been 
suggested that she had a harp in her left 
band while she played on it with her 
tight, which the position of the torso 
and the remains of the xrivs admit of. 
But the most favored und at the same 
time the Jeast dignificd of the floating 
speculations is that she is coqacttishly 
holding and looking in a mirror. The 
argument in favor of this is that a 
bronze statuctte has been discovered in 
Pompeii which much resembles it, and 
it is holding and gazing in n mirror. 
To very muny archivologists this last 
gecis the ruost probable 
mystery. Certainly the pose is appro 
| priate; certainly the demitbileted con 
| dition is in nccordance with the theory 
too.

BREEZY JOURNALISM. 


THE FIRST DAILY PAPER ESTABLISH- 
ED IN LEADVILLE. 


Its Pathway Was Rough and Stony—Twen- 
ty Hours’ Work a Day For Editor and 
Manager—The Job Office Wasa Veritable 
Bonanza—Prices No Object. 


In 1878 Leadville had ng newspaper 
worthy the name, and people were 
gathering there by the thousands. At 
that time 1 was the foreman of the Den- 
ver Tribane, and in looking the sitaa- 
tion over 1 became. in common with 
scores of others, possessed of a desire to 
fill one of the Jong felt wants of thenew 
community. After talking it over with 
a couple of fellow printers and figuring 
up the cost we agreed on a local babi- 
tation and a name. 

There was nosuch thing as a house to 
be had in Leadville at that time. I 
couldn't even find a room. Fiually I se- 
cured a lot from a squatter ovt on Har- 
mson avenue. It was way off in the sage- 
brash, and I selected it because it was 
cheap. After a great deal of difficulty 
and using what influence I conld with 
the sawmills I got together lumber 
enough to build aone room house to ac- 
commodite the paper, It was almost 
impossible to get carpenters or people 
»ho would do any kind of labor. Ev- 
erybody was in pursuit of carbonates. 

However, after something of a strag- 
gle the honse was put up, and I was no- 
tified of the shipment of the office ap- 
purtenances from the St. Lonis type 
foundry. Being a practical printer and 
aware of our somewhat straitened finan- 
cial condition, the purchasing partner 
had bought just enough of the various 
kinds of material to get out a small 
daily, which we called The Evening 
Chronicle. 

One partner was made business man- 
ager, a second took the mechanical de- 
purtment, while I was selected to do 
editing. I was managing editor, city 
editor, telegraph editor, set up a little 
type, made up forms and attended toa 
few other trifles. All of us worked to- 
getber almost unceasingly day and 
night. 

Hundreds of firms were Being estab- 
lished in Leadville with not a line of 
printed matter in any shape—not a let- 
terhead or even a card, We bad less 
than $25 in our treasury when we print- 
ed our first issue and knew we must de- 
pend on cur job office for arevenne. We 
got it. 

It was not "How much does it cost?” 
in Leadville at that time, bat **How 
soon can I have it?" We knew how to 
give it, and we learned how to charge. 
Everybody else was doing the same 
thing. each in his own line of business. 
Uur stock of job papers was limited. 
and correspondingly short counts were 
given to customers. The editor und 
business manager assisted with the Job | 
work at night, ran presses. sawed wood 
and kept up fires. Asla sample of 
charges I will tell you of; one order we 
filled. 

We bad no particular honrs of labor, 
but were generally on our feet from 16 
to 20 boura out of the 24. | After a day's 
work of this kind we were just shutting 
down one night when a gentleman came 
in and said he wanted 25\cards printed 
immediately. He was running some sort 
of u game at Tom Kemp's theater, and 
this game required cards| with figures, 
one figure to n card. He said he didn't 
care what they cost so he had them by 9 
o'clock. It was then ubqut 7. und we 
accommodited him. He was waiting 
when the messenger, who was armed 
with the bill, arrived. 

“Have you gut them?” he said. ** How 
much are they?” 

The messenger wus afraid the man 
would fall down if be pronounced the 
umount, £o be handcd overithe bill. The 
sporting mun pulled from his pockets a 
wad of greenbacks and handed over two 
tens and a five—$25 for 25 cards. As 


man said: **Hold’on. Now, look here, 
I'm a yambler—that’s the) way 1 make 
my living—but isn't this bill just a lit- 
tle high?" 

You needed to know something abont 
running a newspaper in [those duys. 
There was no lack of material, but it 
was pot all easy sailing in a mixed 
crowd aggregating some 40,000 people 
from all purts of the world and a!) 
classes of society. There was not wh: 
could be called a large proportion of 
evangelists in the crowd either. 

One day we were ‘notified thut we 
wonld have to move. In fact, a force of 
men presented th’ mselves and declared 
their willicgness and intention to assist 
us in the speedy transfer of our goods 
and chattels to green fields and pastures 
new. They didn’t have furniture vane, 
but thes bad some very ugly looking 
guns sticking ont of their pockets. We 
didn t see it that way, so Davis slipped 
out und got two or three rifles and as 
many muc revolvers and cawe buck. 

We closed the doors and announced 
our intention of remaining where we

FISHING FOR FLYING FISH. 


An Interesting Operation Which Requires 
Gentleness and Absolute Silevce, 


Barbados, situated in the heart of the |

Its steep shore 
lines afford the blue depths which the 
flying fish loves and permit it to range 
very near to jard.

THE TRAINED SEALS. 


CAPTAIN WESTON TELLS ABOUT HIS 
THREE PERFORMERS. 


Bow Ho and a Famous Corman Fisherman 
Captured Tobby, Bibby and Tommy. 
Some of Their Tricks—They Live Upon 

. Salt Water Fish. 


Of all the diffcrent animals that go to 
make op the animal kingdom a fish is 
perhaps the strangest tbat should be 
chosen for training, yct the acts done by 
the three seals nndcr Cuptain Weston’s 
gnidance show that even a fish can do 
wonderfal things. Those now pertorm- 
ing every day ure the oldest ceuly in 
captivity. Seals ure extremely delicate, 
und they rarely live away from their 
native sea and rocka for more than a 
year, and yet these seals, Bobby, Bibby 
and Tommy, bave been performing reg- 
larly for six years. Their longevity 1s 
undonbtedly due to the fuct that they 
receive great care. 

The exact spot of the 'irthplace of 
| these seals is not knows. 8 when they 

were youngsters they wer . suudon che 
of the islands +. T Coxshavcn iu Germany. 
The German government does all it can 
to protect its fisheries, und as seals are 
a constant menace to fish the govern- 
went pays a reward of 5 marks for the 
capture of each seal. There is a famons 
seal fisherman in Germany nam d 
Worthinan, and when Captain Weston, 
who had been on many sealing and 
| Whaling expeditions in the North sea, 

deterinine| that be weuld give up the 
life of n suilor and become a landlabber 
| it occurred to him that the training of 
| seals would be novel and profitable. He 
went to Worthan, and together they 
captured the three sleck little fellows. 
There are many islands outside of Coxs- 
hayen, and one of the smallest was 
| chpsen. In describing the capture Cap- 
tain Weston said: 
® Westretched the net on one side of one 
of the smaller islands ahd then went to 

the others and shot off pistols and made a 

noise, driving many seals into the wa- 
| ter and against the net. We bad to 
| work very quickly, because the seals 

dived down and became entangled in the 
net, and a seal will drown if kept five 
| winates muiler water. When we finally 
pulled them up, we found that we had 
abont 20 seals. but when they fonnd 
themselves altogether they became en- 
raged and fongbt, amoug themselves, 
biting. scratching uud tearing., even 
killing one auother. until there were 
only three left. and these thrice are the 
same three | lave today. 
One has only a faint idea of the 
| amonnt of patieuce which it requires to 
teach a fish, for such n seal really is. 

It looks casy to see one of my seals play 
| the banjo or a barp, bot it took me 
three months of hurd work every day 
to teach them to do this even in an iin- 
perfect manner, und the only reason 
i that lean give is that they bave been 


| at it long enough to learn.

Fast Colors. 

A useful point is mude by a writer in 
The Economist in regard, to the term 
“fast colors,” as applied to printed and 
woven cottons. The rule is laid down 
that the more delicate iu shade a dye is 
the more difficult it is to fix it in the cot- 
ton fiber, bnt even the crudest colors will 
fade if goods are imperfectly treated in 
the laundry. Any of the goods, in fact, 
that are soll as fast colors, whether of 
domestic or foreign manufacture, are 
practically fast, but when subjected to 
the powerful chemicals of which many of 
the washing soaps are Composed, or when 
hung out for hours on 2 clothesline and 
exposel to the bie iux inflaences of 
sun and air. the colors mnst necessarily 
fade to a greater or l-s extent. It is 
well know: that the chemicals cm- 
tained in washing soaps and similar 
componuds ure iu many cases as power- 
ful as those employed in the process of 
bleaching muslins. In not a. few in- 
stances, too, ther are probably of a 
greater degree of sirenyth, the result 
being that they weaken the cloth to an 
extent that the bleacher would not be 
disposed to risk.

Shnffleboard is popular enough in Eng- 
land and‘ >tland and nsed to be popular 
here but 1. is doubtful whether it ever 
penetrated this country as far as Buffuio 
or Pittsburs.

THIS REFERS TO THE LION AND LIT- 
TLE ANIMALS HE LOVES. 


A Professional Trainer of Wild Animals 
Tells Some Interesting Incidents — The 
Fearleasness of Pigeons Among the Kings 
of Beasts. 


The way lions treat the tiny creatures 
It may be that 


| the legend of the little mouse which say- 


ed the lion's! life by gnawing the net has 
become known to the denizens of the 


| jungle and handed down as animal folk- 


| alone, grows very 


| lore. or it may be that the king of-beasts 


has a positive contempt for anything ex- 
tremely small, but it is nevertheless a 
fact that lions will not attack tiny ani- 
mals when they are put together. Pro- 
fessor Edward Darling, than whom there 
is no more profound student of- a lion’s 
life and character in the country, has 
made many curious experiments with 
his five big beasts. 


“I uever saw a lion kill a rat ora 


mouse,” said Professor Darling, “and I | 


bave had many of them pnt in the cage 
with my five lions. My attention was 
first,.drawn to this when I was on my 
way from London to Batavia, in Java, 
on the ship Rotundo. [had my five lions 
with me, and in the quarter of the ship 
in which thvy,were housed were many 
rats. One diay I saw Leo, my favorite 
lion, lying down and holding between 
his paws very loosely a monster ship rat. 
I thought perhaps that the cat instinct 
in the lion had made him catch it and 
that he wonld probably play ‘with it 
awhile, then eatit, and sol watched. Im- 
agine, however, wy surprise when I saw 
him loosen the rat, aud the rat made no 
attempt to; get uway, but ran up and 
over his gigantic paws und played with 
hint. 

“We were a long time making a trip, 
and every day this ship's rat went into 
Leo's cage, and the two playbd together 
as gently us two little children. I made 
severil attempts to capture the rat, hop- 
ing that perhaps I might take it ashore 
with me, but'I could not sneceed, and I 
promise you that old Leo did not hke at 
all my attempting to interfere with his 
pet. When we got to Java, we had to 
take the lion out, and Leo had to lose his 
pet. He could have killed that rat a 
thousand times, but he never did it. 

“There was another instance subse- 
quent to this where Leo had a pet rat, 
which makes me believe that the lion has 
a real fondness for the rodent. It was 
in 1881 in Calcutta. We were playing at 
the Maidan, one of those gigantic places 
in far India, und when I went in to see 
my pets one mornins I saw that Leo had 
found another rat for a pet. My five 
lions were ull together, but this rat would 
play only with Leo. Tuere were many 
other rats in the place. but the other 
lions would not look at them. It seems 
to me to be & fact that the lions consider 
these little animals too small to be touch- 
ed. I have known of rats being found 
dead in a lion's cuse, but I believe that 
they were simply killed by the lion roll- 
ing on then: or stepping on them through 
carelessness, but lic us vever eat them.

They love companionship. and 
when put alone they become so lonesome 
that when another animal, even though 
it is-a rabbit, is pnt in the sume cage 
with them, they refrain from killingit so 
as to have its companionship. We have 
heard of many instances of men being 
alone—shipwrecked, if you like—making 
strange friends: Why not a lion? Ital- 
Ways made fre feel rather bad to think 
of this tiger tau Hamburyz killing his little 
friend. Still even men at times turn on 
their friends. +

about lionsJ™` added Professor Darling. 
“and that fs that they will not eat the 
flesh of a fowl. You migiit tempt them 
with a cunviisback duck or the daintiest 
squab, but they would refuse it. Thisis 
a scientific fact. Ll have tried it many 
times. Lretacmber once having a swan 
which had broken its wing. We killed 
it. dressed it carefnlly and threw it into 
the cage of the lious, but they would not 
touch it, and it finally had to be taken 
ont and thrýwn away. I have repeated- 
ly put pigedns alive into the cage, just 
to see wha they would do. I have 
thrown grain down among the Jions, and 
the pigeons have actoally got down and

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QUEER PLANTS USED FOR FOODS, 


Little Known Vegetables and Edible In- 
sects of the Prairie. 

Over at the department of agriculture, 
hidden away iu an obscure corner, is 
an odd sort of exhibit of queer toods 
eaten by out of the way people. There 
is a lout of bread made from the roasted 
leaves of a plant allied to the century 
plant. Another kindof bread is from a 
dough of juniper berries. These are rel- 
ished by some tribes of Indians, while 
others manulacture cakes out of differ- 
ent kinds of intbs. 

The prairie Indians relish a dish of 
wild turvijy. which civilized people 
would not be likely to enjoy at all. 
the great American desert the ‘screw 
beans,“ which grow on mesquite bush- 
es, sro utilized for food.’ Sap berries 
furnish an agreeable diet for some sav- 


ages in this country, while in Califor- | 


nia the copper colored aborigines do not 
disdain the seeds of salt grass. 

Also in California the Digger Indians 
collect pine nuts, which are the seeds of 
certain species of pine, sometimes called 
**pinons.’* by kindling fires against the 
trees, thus causing the nuts to fall out 
of the cones. At the same time a sweet 
gum exudes from the bark, serving the 
purpose of sugar. The-seeds of gourds 
are consomed in the shupe of mush by 
Indians in Arizona. 

In addition to all these things the ex- 
hibit referred to includes a jar cf pul- 
verized crickets which ure eaten in that 
form by the Indians of Or gon. They 
are roasted, as are likewise grasshoppers 
and even slugs. These delicacies are 
cooked ina pit, being arranged in alter- 
nate layers with hot stones. After be- 
ing thus prepared they/are dried and 
ground to powder. They are mixed with 
pounded acorns or berries, the flour 
made in this way being kneaded into 
cakes and dried in ths san

HOW THEY ARE USED FOR LONG 
AND SHORT DISTANCE MOVING. 


Breakage, Time and Trouble Saved by 
These Large Velhicics—The Business of 
Moving Day Reduced to n Science—Trav- 
el by Train and Steamboat. 


The estimator for a storage and van 
company will walk into u house or a 
flat and estimate within a cubic foot of 
how much space the contents will tuke 
up packed, und he doesn’t make any 
elaborate computations either. He just 
walks in a leisurely way through a 
house from roof to cellar or through a 
flat from end to end, and when he is 
through he knows. Houses vary great- 
ly. One three story house might have 
in it three van loads. The bouse just 
like it next dour might have six, but the 
estimator rarely makes a mistake. He 
might get half a van load ont of the 
way in estimating a six load house, but 
this would be quite unusual. He would 
be much more likely to hit the mark. 

The contract price for moving means 
for moving trom any floor to any floor. 
If it is desired, the company will send 
barrels, boxee and packi:y materials and 
men to pack crockery, bronzes. books, 
bric-a-brac. and so on, at 75 cents a 
barrel or its equivalent in space.

Fog Signaling. 

A method of foz signaling has been 
introduced on sevéral branches of the 
North London syste: of the Great 
Northern railway of England which 
obviates much of- the unrelialility and 
couplexfty of the systcur hitherto used. 
A wire 15 laid in a pipe on the signal 
box to the various sismnals, at which 
brushes of copper project some four or 
five inches ubove the side of the rail 
nearest the signal. A similar brush, 
which connects with an indicator and 
bell on the enmyine. fixed to the en- 
gine foot plate. When the signal pointe 
to danger, the two brushes come in con- 
tact, and the rifying of the bell and the 
warning of the driver by a miniature 
signal on the engine that the line is not 
clear ure the result. The arrangement 
can be readily switched off in fine 
weather so us to become inoperative. 
This electric device seems to be the most 
simple us well as the most efficient 
means yet resorted to for fog signaling, 
and the Great Northcro railway intends 
to adoptit over the whole of its lines.— 
Chicago Record.

A Bit of the Foctry That Has Gone Out of 
Whaling Life. 

The gullant seaman who in all the 
books stands in the prow of a whalin-; 
boat waving a harpoon over his hozd, 
with the Ime snaking ont inte the air 
behind him, is only to be found now in 
Paternoster row. Tl»? Girecnland scz 
have not known him for more than a 
hundred years, since first the obvious 
preposition was advanced that one conld 
shoot both harder and were accurat ly 
than one could throw. The swivel gun. 
like a huge horse pistol, with its great 
oakom wad and 28 dramsof powder, is 
a more rehable but a far less pictur- 
esque object. . 

Bat to aim with snch a gun is an urt 

in itself, as will be seen when one con- 
siders that the rope is fastened to the 
neck of a harpoon, and that as the mis- 
sile flies the downward drag of this rope 
must seriously deflect it. Sodiiicult is 
it to make sure of one’s aim, that it is 
the etiquette of the trade to pull the 
boat right onto the creature, the prow 
shooting up its sott, gently sloping side 
and the harpeoner firing straight down 
intorits broad back, into which not only 
the four foot harpoon but TO feet of the 
rope behind it will disappear.

Measuring Hardness.

Local Laws. 


The session of 1894 passed a number 
of local laws for this county, the most 
important of which is the tax law which 
was drafted by Senator Toadvin. Thislaw 
we understand is acomplete revision of 
all the local tsx laws heretofore existing. 
It also provides that the County Treas- 
orer hereafter shall be elected by the 
people and not by the Board of County 
Commissioners as at present. The law 
fixes the compensation at $1000 per 
year. 

The first election will take place in 
1895 at the expiration of Mr. Holloway 
term. 

The game Jaws of the county have al- 
so been revised. Jt is now a penal offense 
to Lunt on the premises of another with- 
out permit. In the same law itis made 
a penal offense, punishable by fine of 
$50, or imprisonment in the house of 
correction to hunt game at night with 
torch orsearch light. This law was de- 
manded, especially, to prevent using 
search lights in muskrathuntting. 

Itis said that gunners have almost 
exterminated this fur bearer on the 
Nanticoke.

THE BERRY CRATE MUDDLE 


Commission Men Urge the Abandon- 
. ment of Free Crates--Delaware 
Has Something to Say. 


A correspondent to Every Evening 
writing from Bridgeyille says: 

The berry crate is now agitating the 
minds of the berry growers in this vicin- 
ity, as well as the entire berry growing 
section of the state. 

A few years ago a free peach basket 
was demanded, and as the cost was com- 
paratively small the growers were per- 
fectly willing to furnish it, believing the 
peaches would sell for more money in 
this way and remunerate them for the 
outlay. But that theory was soon dis- 
pelled, as circumstances and compari- 
sons showed. 

“Now the commission men, and not the 
buyers ofthe berries, demand a free 
crate. The growers of this vicinity will 
not furnish this, and have accordingly 
told every commission man who has 
been here this spring on bis annual trip. 

Many commission men have already 
agreed to return crates and they are the 
ones that will receive the fruit this sea- 
son. The growers are to shortly calla 
mass meeting and will agree as a body 
not to furnish a free crate. 

It is a big expense to a grower to fur- 
nish the crate, the cost of which is one 
cent foreach quart therein. Thusa 32- 
quart crate costs 32 cents and a 60-quart 
60 cents. Whilethis money comes out 
of the pocket of the grower the consum- 
er is supposed to pay the cost when pur- 
chasing the fruit, but tbis he does not 
do. Eventhough he should, the pur- 


chaser rarely recieves the crate which | 


becomes the property of the commission 
merchant, who sells it at half price or 
more to New Jersey growers or those in 
some section than from it came. 

The free crate sch me originated with 
New York commission merchants, while 
the merchants of other cities see money 
in it, aud bave likewise taken hold of it. 
In every instanre, though, it bas been 
the conspicuous and well-known mer- | 
chants, but now the insignificant com- 
mission merchant will come into promi- 
many well- 
known growers to return the crates and 
will receive the berries. 

It costs over four cents to deliver a 
quart of berries in Philadelphia when 
the expense of a crate is added, and if |

WATCH DISEASES. | 


3OMETHING LIKE THOSE OF THE HU- 
"= MAN MECHANISM. 


A Jeweler Calls the Ailmente of a Watel: ” 
Consumption, Rheamatism and Henri 
Fallure and Explains the Analysis t 
Each Case. 

“That's the twenty-third today— 
we're going to have anelectric storm,’ 
remarked a down town jeweler as b> 
was handed a watch haying a broken 
mainspring for repair. 

“How do you make that out?" in- 
quired the customer. 

“Why, by the number of broken 
mainsprings, to be sure,*’ was the reply. 
*There is a regular epidemic to which 
watches are subject, mnch as human- 
ity isto smallpox and cholera. It is 
produced by certain electric conditions 
of the atmosphere. The mainspring be- 
romes magnetized and more brittle. and 
à slight shock will break it. Occasion- 
ally it will snap with no apparent cause 
whatever. I have had it happen to 
watches lying in the showcase or upon 
the rack there. You know, of course, 
that such atmospheric conditions fre- 
quently disturb telegraph and telephone 
lines and even prevent communication, 
That (might be expected, as they are 
operated by electricity, but the effect 
on watches is singular. Frequently 
even a severe thonderstorm will pruduce 
it, but an auroral display, which seems 
to be an electrical disturbance, is sure 
to resnlt in many broken watch springs, 
and no better term could be applied to 
the trouble than epidemic. 

‘Nb, there is no reliable protection 
against it, tbough many things have 
been tried and many thousands of dol- 
lars bave been spent. Attempts have 
been made to temper the springs by 
electricity. a sort of inoculation against 
the disease. Then a smäll plate or disk 
of soft iron placed within the case to 
absorb the magnetism, a disinfectant, 
go topeak. has given some good results, ° 

"Do you know.” he continued in a 
discursive tone, **that a watch is simi- 
lar in) many ways toa human being? It 
has its diseases and decays, its epidem- 
ics, ald age and finally dissolution. 
Yes, and each watch has its individual- 
ity and special characteristics, and the 
finer the watch the stronger this person- 
ality, 1f it can be so called, exactly as 

| culture develops and strengthens indi- 
| vidual character among mankind. 

“Now, in this epidemic this watch 
feels the atmospheric condition as you 
do béfore a thunderstorm, only more 
acutely, as does a gouty or rbeumatic 
person, being specially susceptible to 
such influence, and, perhaps having an 
inherent weakness at one point in the 
mainspring that snaps, fractures a vital 
organ; ‘Heart failure’ it might be 
termet, for the mainspring of the 
watch is its heart, its driving farce. 
True, we van replace the mainspring, 
which cannot be said for the haman 
heart, but there ie no telliog how soon 
surgery will attain that result. 

‘Then there's the huirspring of the 
watch, equivalent to its, brain. It is 
affected by proximity to a strong local- 
ized electric torce—for instance, the 
generator or dynamo of an electric 
plant., It becomes magnetized and stops 
—a sort of paralysis. The nonmagnetic 
watches bave hairsprings made of a 
composition metal, tin, zinc and other 
varieties. The soft iron plate or disk 1 
mentioned before gives protection tu the 
hairspring as well as the mainspring by 
absorbing the magnetism. A few years 
since a number of railroad companies 
had these iron disks applied to the 
watches of many of their employees, 
but they are by no means a complete 
disinfectant. 

~The lever of a watch also is subject 
to elestric influences, und when polar- 
ized. having a forked end, it becomes a 
regular horseshoe magnet and first re- 
tards, then stops the hairspring—a sort 
of.spinal meningitis, you see. 

“The jewels and bearings are its 
joints und processes and ure subject to 
sprains and dislocations as well as in- 
flammation or toomuch friction.

THE W ILD M MUSTANG 


| IN SOUTHERN CALIF CALIFORNIA HE WAS | 


ONCE A TERRIBLE PEST. 


Settlera Were Compelled to Take Active 
Measures For Self Protection—Exciting 
Drives and Desperate Battles—How the 
Corral Was Made. 


The sonthern portion of the great San 
Joaquin valley was overrun in the early 


| | days by a species of wild horse known 


| as the mustang, or Mexican wild horse. 
They were to be seen in droves, not in- 
frequently numbering several handred 
each. They were too small, “weedy” 
and gen2rally worthless for the most 
part to be of any valne to the settlers. 
On the contrary, they existed in such 
numbers as to constitute an āngoyance 
and injury to the settlers engaged in 
agriculture. In a single night a band 
of wild borses would sweep down apon 
the cultivated fields and literally destroy 


Í the crops which it had taken months of 


hard Jabor to produce. The pioneers 
had ample cause to wage war upon these 
animals. They were undoubtedly a pest 
and source of danger much to be dread- 
ed. Moreover, whenever a band of wild 
horses came down into the settlements, 
they would lare away with them the 
domestic borses, leaving the settlers 
helpless. 

These devredatiuns were so frequent 
tbat, as a matter ot self protection, the 
pioneer fariners and stockmen of these 
valleys were compelled to take active 
measures, They would inangarate large 
hunting parties, or ‘‘drives,’’ in order 
the better and more citectaally to exter- 
minate these aniniuls. 

The early methotls nsed in this coun- 
try in hunting the wild horsc were pe- 
coliar. When à bvnt bad been deter- 
mined npu i and a ityvorable locality se- 
lected, the kunters would erect two lines 
of fence, starting them about four feet 
apart and cuntitining parallel for some 
distance, then diverging until the ter- 
minuls were several hundred yards 
apart. These fences were strong and 
high enongh at the apex of the trangle 
to securely restrain the wild horses from 


| r r 
breaking them down when crowded into 


the inclosure. The fence completed, the 
hunters, all well mounted, would start 
out to locate a band of the troublesome 
mustangs. When tuc objects of their 
search were sighted, the hunters grouped 
together, and the order «uf the "drive" 
was decided upon. One of the party 
started out on tije trail of the band of 
wild horses, close enough tu keep them 
constantly moving. This did not re- 
quire as much exerticn as might besnp- 
posed, as the wild animals would dush 
off at full speed. Let would seldom con- 
tinue any grat distance in a straight 
line. usually torning ard circling sg 
that the *‘driver”’ comld, by ‘cutting 
the angles.” keep the band moving 
without having to travel half the dis- 
tance covered by the wild horses. 

In two honors or so the first “driver” 
would be relieved by a fresh man and 
horse, the whole party thus taking turns 
at keaping the wild horses on the move. 
The main objeethvas to so fatigue the 
game 2s to wenrjoot the animals, ren-

One man would daah aft- 
er the baud and chase them to his near- 
est companion in that dircetion, 
that man would drive them as rapidly 
as possible tothe next, and so on aronnd 
the circle. each driver having a shorter 
and still shorter distance to ride, until 
the band had compl ted the entire cir- 
cle. Steadily the circles were lessened, 
and the horses were worlzec] toward the 
open space between the onter lines of 
the corral.

LINCOLN’S 


A VERITABLE “JOINT OF STOVEPIPE” 
WITH ROMANTIC BRIM. 


It Served as a Tile Rack and at Ove Time 
Was the Postoflicc of New Salem—lIta 
Livellest Experience Was When It Served 
as a Football For Ladies. 


There are enough of funny incidents 
reported of Mr. Lincoln's hat to make 
it fabled in song and illumined in 
story.’" For example, it served as a 
football on the night of his elcction to 
the presidency, when the ladies at the 
old homestead testified their glee over 
bis good fortune. The scene would have 
done credit tu the great game between 
Yale and Princeton on Manhattan field. 
This is the story as told by an eyewit- 
hess: 4 
"A few of ns ladies went over and 
helped Mrs. Lincoln prepare a little gup- 
per for the friends of Mr. Lincoln, who 
had been invited in to hear the returns. 
Every half hour or so we would pass 
around coffee aud cakes. Abont 1 o'clock 
in the morning enough had been learned 
to warrant the belief tbat the rail split- 
ter had been elected. I think it was 
when we heard the news from New 
York. The men rushed on Mr. Lincoln 
and shook his hands, while some of the 
women actually hugged him, and—I 
might as well admit it—I kissed him. 

“Then some one went into the hall 
and took from the ruck the old silk hat 
that he wore, and which wasas long as 
a joint of stavepipe and about as shape- 
ly to my mind, and it was thrown up to 
the ceiling. As itcame down some one 
gave it a kick, and then the women 
joined in the fun, and we played foot- 
ball with that bat until it was an indis- 
tingoishalile mass. We were simply be- 
yond control. What a ridiculous scone 
it would have been to one looking ın 
without knowing what prompted it! 

“It was all the more so, so far as 1 
was concerned, for originally I had been 
a Seward woman. While the conven- 
tion was in session in Chicago we were 
waiting to hear the news. It had been 
arranged in case Lincoln received the 
nomination to fire a cannon. My near- 
est neighbor was a Mrs. Dubvis, with 
whom l hid several friendly spats dur- 
ing the campaign preceding the numi- 
nation. 1 heard the cannon shot, and 
the next moment I saw Mrs. Dubois 
ronning across the street. She had been 
making ashirt for her husband, whe 
was about the sıze of the late Judge Da- 
vid Davis, so yon may have some idea 
of the size of the gurment she was wav- 
ing. She rushed into the boose and 
flaunted it in my face. It made me 
mad, and I sat down und began crying. 
The good woman put her arms around 
me, begged my pardon and kissed me, 
and trom that time we were Lincoln 
women. She took part in the football 
match. ` 

As if not content with his 6 feet 4 or 
5 inches of gaunt stature, Lincoin had 
his now Listoric hat made fully a foot 
high. w th a brim ahnost as hig as a 
southern sumbicro, It seemed to have 
been a combination of all styles then in 
existence, und in this respect it reflected 
his own curly experience in huving beeu 
a storekeeper, soldier, surveyor and 
finally a solicitor. It was a veritable 
‘joint of stovepipe."* aud its remarka- 
ble and romuntic brim nude tt alike 
serviceable in rain or shine. It might 
have Ixen cuilcd with propriety a plug 
ugly.” uftir the name of the mob in 
Baltimore that thrextened hiin in his 
journey to the capital, 

‘During Lincoln's great debate with 
Douglas th: hat fairly loomed into 
space. The smallness of the latter's 
stature caused him to be nicknamed 
“The Little Giant.” and when Lincoln 
stood inside him with his hat on the 
difference between the two seemed. all 
bat immeasurable. Cariously enough, 
when Mr. Lincoln came to be inaugu- 
rated at Washington and took off bis 
bat on the stand preparatory to making 
bis inangurul address Douglus held the 


| high hat so that no careless person might 


pot hie toot in it. 

Representative Springer, who hails 
from Linculn’s old home, knew the hat 
well, and in speaking of it recently said: 
“Mr. Lincoln's bigi bat was the most 
indispensable thing of bis whole outfit. 
In it he carried all bis valuable papers. 
In fact, it was a sort of file rack. Here 
were all the briefs of his various law 
cases. Curiously enough. he carried the 
accounts in his head, and that is why 
be lost so moch money. Had he re- 
versed’ the process aud kept his accounts 
in his hat and the cuses in bis head, he 
would have been better off. His hat 
served for his satchel on a journey, and 
all that was needed besides this were 
his saddlebags and his horse. It was 
large and capacious, and a great many 
documents and data could be crowded 
into it witbout seriously discommoding 
the wearer.”’ 

Bat Mr. Lincoln bad still a better use 
for bis valnable tile, which seems to 
bave bad more virtues than those re- 
hearsed in the nursery tale of ** Jack and 
the Beanstalk." When be was post- 
master at New Salem, his hat becamea 
most important part ot his office equip- 
ment. As soon as the mail was received 
euch day the young postmaster would 
put the letters in bis bat and take a 
stroll through the village. The villa- 
gers knew that be was a peripatetic 
postoffice, and of course everybody was 
anxions to know the contents of the hat, 
which seemed to promise as much to 
them as a bat in the bands of a sleight 
of hand performer.—Washington Cor.

you may be pleased to bestow on us will be 
thankfully received, warmly acknewledged 
aud ¢lxercul'y repaid whenever called for on 
s similar occasion by your obedient servants,

Jane Davis. 

All being ready on the day, a party 
goes to fetch the bride to the bidding. 
She hides and has to be sought for in all 
directions, but being at last fonnd is 
escorted in triumph. Her procession is 
met by that of the bridegroom, and they 
all repair to the church. where the wed- 
ding ceremony takes place, after which 
all retarn to the groom’s house to make 
merry and to count the gifts. These are 
generally in money and vary trom a 
shilling up to half a sovereign. 

Each item is carefully entered in a 
book by the “bidding clerk,” together 
with the donor’s name, so that it may 
be repaid when he or she marries. As 
will probably not be 
called in tor many years—some not at 
all, if the givers remain single—the 
young couple receive a tolerable start in 
life. Oddly enough, the bridegroom is 
expected to provide the kitchen clock 
and table, the glass cupboard and the 
kitchen dresser, also the bedstead. Each 
of the young people is supposed to bring 
half a dozen chairs, the bride’s especial” 
contribution being the bedding, _the 
crockery ware, the parlor table and a 
chest of drawers. Things are done me- 
thodically in that part of the world.-—

THE FIRST IRISH POTATOES. 


—~—— 
Bir Walter Raleigh Pianted Them Near 
Cork, but the Poople Feared Them. 

Sir Walter Raleigh was an onprin- 
cipled adventurer and failed ag un ad- 
ministrator and colonizer, but he had 
a most commendable taste for planting 
and gardening, and in these branches 
of effort his influence remains potent. 
Three hundred years have pussed since 
he lived in Ireland, in the cuunty@f 
Cork, on the vast estate which had been 
bestowed upon him, but the yellow wall 
flowers which he bronght to Ireland 
from the Azores still flourish and bloom 
in the very spot where he planted them. 

Near by, at Youghal, near Cork, on 
the shores of the Blackwater estuary, 
stands the Affane cherry which he 
planted. Some cedars which he brought 
to Cork are still growing at a place 
called Tivoli. Four yew trees, whose 
branches have grown and interlaced 


into a sort of summer house, are point- 


ed out as having sbeltered Raleigh when 
he first smoked tobacco in his garden at 
Youghal. 

Raleigh tried to make tobacco grow 
in Great Britain, but the climate was 
not found suitable to it. He succeeded, 
however, by introducing the habit of 
smoking it, in making it growin plenty 
in other places. 

More important ‘to the world than the 
spot where Raleigh sat and smoked his 
Indian weed is angther spot in bis gar- 
den at Myrtle Grove, in this same 
Youghal. 
the town wall of the thirteenth centary. 
It was here that Raleigh first planted a 
curious tnber brought from America, 
which throve vastly better than his to- 
bacco plants did. 

This tuber Raleigh insisted was good 
te eat. though common report for a long 
time pronounced it poisonous, Some 
roots from his-vines he gave tu other 
land owners in Munster. They culti- 
vated them and spread them abroad 
trom year to year. 

This plant was the Irish potato. Be- 
fore many generations it became the 
staple food of the Irish people—almost 
the only food of a great many of them. 

It was the “Irish potato” 
came back to America and became the 
groundwork, so to speak, of the Amer- 


ican farmer's and workingman’s daily | 


breakfast and dinner. Sir Walter's 
curious experiment in acclimatization 
became an economic step of the very 
first conscauncnee, and the spot at You- 
ghal which was its scene deserves mark- 
ing with a 1nunnment much more than 
do the places where the blood of men 
has been shed in battle. — Youth's Com- 
panion.

DEATH OE DE. ISAAC H. HOUSTON. 
A Well-Knewn Business Man of the Pe- 
ninsula Dies Saddenly at His 
Home in Vienna. 


Dr. Isaac H, Houston of Vienna, one 
of the most prominent citizens of Dor- 
chester county, died last Tuesday after- 
noon about 4 o'clock of apoplexy. 

Dr. Houston had been in ill health for 
about two years, never baving recoved 
from an attack of grip. On the day of 
his death he seemed to be in his usual 

ealth till about half past three. After 

nner he walked down to Webb's store 
and smoked acigar. When he had finish- 
ed it he complained of sick stomache. 
Some one bronght him some whiskey 
but he had grown so much worse in the 
meantime that he refused to drink it. 
and shortly became unconscious. He 
was made as comfortable as could be 
under the circumstances. The family 
were notified of his condition, but he 
died before he could-be taken to his 
home. 

Dr. Houston was one of the prominent 
men of the state. He bad for many years 
been identified with the politics of Dor- 
chester county, and represented it in 
the Maryland legislature in 1884. Hewas 
connected with the public schools of his 
county. and at thetime of his death was 
a director of the Dorchester National 
Bank. In hisearlier daya he practiced 
medicine, both in Dorchester and this 
county. Late years he had been largely 
engaged in the canning business in Vien- 
na and Linkwood. Near Millsboro, 
Delaware, be was born, April 9th, 
1834., there he spent his early life. 
He was the son of the late Robert 
Houston who died in March, 1892, in his 
90th year. He was the second of a tam- 
ily of six sons, the eldest being the late 
John M. Houston, a former state treasur- 
er of Delaware. The survivors are Robt. 
I. Honston, a farmer of Millsboro; Ed- 
ward W. Houston, clerk of the court of 
Snesex Co.; Chas. B. Houston, president 
of the Delaware Senate.and a member 
of the lumber firm of Houston, Perry & 
Co., of Millsboro Del, and Henry A. 
Houston, a merchant of Millsboro. 

Dr. Houston possessed a pleasing per- 
sonality. He was about the average size 
and his keen sense of right, his quiet, 
dignified and courteous bearing won for 
him very general respect and admira- 
tion. 

He married Miss Mary Fllen Rider, 
a daughter of the late Dr. Rider and 
sister of Mrs. E. E. Jackson. Mrs. Hons- 
ton and two daughters, Miss Letitia and 
Miss Mary, survive. 

The remains were brought to Salisbury 
Thursday morning and interred in Par- 
sons Cemetery,with burial services at the 
grave, conducted by Dr. Reigart of Wico- 
mico Presbyterian church, assisted by the 
Rer. Bowman of the M. E. church. Dr. 
Houston had for many years been a 
member of the Presbyterian church.

Dear Eprror :—As a formér Maryland- 
er and a native of Wicomico county, I 
take the liberty to communicate a few 
thoughts to the world through the med- 
ium of your excellent paper. 

As a starter, I will deliver myself of 
a fact which is not news, but which isso 
vital tothe welfare of all as to never 
lose interest in the minds of the peopie. 
I refer to the hard times and the searci- 
ty of money. Many of the inhabitants of 
this great state are out of employment. 
Crops were short last year and prices low. 

But few Marylanders who bave come 
to Texas have made money, and that 
few bave made itin other employment 
than farming. The truth is, if all of us 
bad worked as hard in Maryland as we 
have here, we would now be in good 
circumstances, possessing comfortable 
homes and contented families in the best 
country in the world. 

The more IJ see of the worla the more 
I am convinced that Maryland, especia!- 
ly the Eastern Shore, is possessed of su- 
perior attractions and advantages. The 
one thing needed i# entelligent fertiliz- 
ing and cropping of theland. ` Too much 
has been exacted of the soil in propor- 
tion to what has been returned to it. 
Nature adapted your soil and climate to 
all cereals and fruits necessary to the 
comfort and happiness of man. It is all 
capable of cultivation and improvement. 
The land of Texas is suited chiefly to 
corn and cotton. We can raise no small 
grain whatever; no fruit except a few 
peaches, and but few vegetables, and 
they rot by the time they mature. Our 
country is growing poorer, and it 
cannot be improved owing to the 
long ‘continued droughts of each 
year. In some parts of Texas there 
is very rich land. Itook a trip down 
the country last summer in a hack so as 
to be able to view tbe landscape. Lake 
Jackson was the objective point. We 
were eight days going down, making 
each day a distance of 30 miles. We 
were gone eighteen days. I saw gome 
of the richest country in America. But 
the climate is so bad that only negroes 
and alligators cantbrive. When we camp- 
ed at night we lay down to pleasant 
dreams with mosquitoes, alligators and 
rattle snakes as companions. When 
morning came we dutifully shook the 
chills and ague out of our blankets be- 
fore proceeding to fold them. In other 
of the state the parts climate is better, 
bot the land is sterile and’ barren.

Whited Financial Sepulchers. 

With some very few exceptions, which 
it were invidious to name, but which all 
in the railway world know as such ex- 
ceptions, the railway corporations of the 
United States literally live from hand to 
mouth and have no working or reserve 
capital whatever, although their business 
Tequires it more than any other. The 
railways are capitalized for much more 

į than they are worth. Usually the bond- 
ed indebtedness, car trust certificates, 
equipment and terminal securities, taken 
at par, represent a value in excess of the 
cost of the road, and upon them fixed in- 
terest is compulsorily payable. Hence, 
whatever the road earns upon actual 
cost must, unless it exceed, say, 6 per 
cent, be paid ont annnally in the shape 
of interest alune.—Simon Sterne in Fo- 
rum.

Women who bleach their hair use per- 
oxide of hydrogen, which after a time 
imparts an unnatural and wiglike luster 
to the hair. A*more dangerous dye still 
has for its basis nitrate of silver. 

When this is used, the hair is first 
wished with sulphuret of potassium. 
The nitrate is applied while it is still 
In all these cases the drng is adul- 
terated with a pigment of the desired 
| color. and the effect for the time is to 
| substitute that color for the natural hue 
| of the cortical substance or bair bark. 
It need hardly be said that the effect of 
a continued use of such medicaments is 
to enfeeble and ultimately to rot the root 
sheaths. Baldness then ensues, and for 
that science has discovered no remedy.— 
Detroit Free Press. 


HOW AN AX IS MADE, 


The Numerous Processes It Undergoes In 
the Course of Manufacture. 

On entering the main workshop the 
first step in the operation which is seen 
is the formation of the ax head without 
the blade. The glowing flat iron bars 
are withdrawn fron the furnace and are 
taken to a powerful and somewhat com- 
plicated machine, which performs upon 
them: fonr distinct operations, shaping 
the metal to form the apper and lower 
part of the ax, then the eye, und finally 
doubling the piece over so that the whole 
can be welded together. Next the iron 
is putin a powerful natural gas furnace 
end heated tou white heat. Taken out, 
i gocs under a tilt hammer and is weld- 
el in a second. This done, one blow 
from the “drop,” and the poll of the ax 
is completed nud firmly welded. Two 
crews of tien ure doing this class of 
work, and each crew can make 1,500 axes 
per day. 

When the ax leaves the drop, there is 
some superfluous metal still adhering to 
the edges und forming what is technics 
ally known us a “fin.” To get rid of 
the fin the ax is again heated in a fur- 
nace and then taken in hand by a saw- 
yer, who trims the ends and edges. The 
operator has a glass in front of him to 
protect his eyes from the sparks which 
fly off by the hundreds as the hot metal 
is pressed against the rapidly revolving 
saw. The iron part of the ax is now 
complete. The steel for the blade, after 
being heated, is cut by machinery and 
shaped. It is then ready for the welding 
department. A groove is cut into the 
edge of the iron, the steel of the blade 
inserted, and the whole firmly welded 
by machine hammers. 

Next comes the operation of temper- 
ing. The steel portion of the ax is heat- 

ed by being inserted in pots of molten 
lead, the blade only being immersed. It 
is then cooled by dipping in water and 
goes to the hands of the inspector. Anax 
is subject to rigid tests before it is pro- 
The steel must be of 
the required temper, the weight of all 
axes of the samo size must be uniform, 


| all must be ground alike and in various 


| other ways conform to an established 
| standard. The inspector who tests the 
| quality of the st¢el doesso by hammering 
the blade and striking the edg ge to ascer- 
tain whether,it be too brittle or not. An 
ax that breaks during the tests is thrown 
| aside to be made over. 

Before the material of the ax is in the 
| proper shape it has been heated five 
times, including the tempering process, 
| and the ax, when completed, has passed 
through the hands of about 40 workmen, 
each of whom 
toward perfecting it. After passing in- 
Spection, the axes go to the grinding de- 
partment. and from that to the polish- 
ers, who finish them upon emery wheels: 
—Philadelphia Record.

There is not much sentimentality in 
the navy, but there is a deal of senti- 
ment, which is a vastly different thing. 
Certain cynical young women who have 
met officers and who have noticed how 
attentive they are sometimes think that 
this is merely a * “dainty, sham devotion,” 
bestowed upon young women whom they 
meet at every port they touch. But this 
is not true.

That was 
ever and always will be the sailor's toast. 
And when it is given aboard/UncleSam’s 
ships it is a tribute to the sweetness, the 
purity, the beauty of American woman- 
bood. There are men who’ have drank 
that toast every Saturday night for more 
than 40 years. Itis never old to them. 
The officers would as soon think of pass- 
ing unnoticed an importunt disciplinary 
regulation us passing Saturday night 
without this ceremony. It does not mat- 
ter whether the ship is on the high seas, 
or anchored in uw foreign port, or lying at 
the dock in the Brooklyn navy yard, so 
long as her men are aboard they drink 
the toast. It isacustom as old as the 
navy. Itwill endure as lony asthe navy 
endures,

deuy themselves during thé week that 
they may have it for this toast on Satur- 
day nights. 

The servants ure well trained. They 
have the champagne nicely chilled and 
open it almost without orders.

Took Uuins to Make Them Kuown. 

Very rouny of the early settlers of 
Montana vere natives of Missouri, Ken- 
tucky, Arkansas and the berder states 
of the war. They came by the Mi-souri 
river to Fort Benton ur by couch trom 
Omaha and for many years were in the 
majority at elections, when they held 
the flag of Democracy to the masthcad.

On the following afternoon a 
banquet was given in the First National 
bank, located then ın the present gam- 
bling district. 

The menn consisted mostly of canned 
goods, jack rabbit meat and fresh game, 
because the town was remote from civ- 
ilization. There was, however, plenty 
of champagne, since that wine is usu- 
ally found in mining camps even when 
nothing in the way of food is left but 
flour. The gathering was very demo- 
cratic. Everybody in town was invited 
to see **Little Phil, though there was 
much grumbling among the unrecon- 
structed Confederates over the display 
made for a Union general. There were 
lawyers and mining camp politicians 
mingled with gamblers, miners and: ex- 
road ‘agents, many of whom wore six 
shogters at their belts. Among them 
was one old time Confederate soldier, 
who had turned his talents from the 
chivalry of war to dealing **bank.’’ He 
was restless und uncomfortable during 
the feast, und when the toasts began 
this restlessness increased. His face 
darkened and his eyes flamed with an- 
ger as various toasts were given to the 
United States, tne president of the 
United States and the army of the 
United States. i 

Finally he could stand it no longer.

BA-LOGN IN BATTLE. 


How It ‘Is Managed and Information Trans- 
inftied and [eceived. 

Balloon and wagon have formed a junc- 
tion and cre ready to start with the 
troops. Away goes the wayou, with the 
balloon banging on to its tail. while tire 
attendant seppers on each sile keep it 
steady. The train moves alows at a good 
round pace, easily kecping up with or 
even passin: the infantry, and makes for 
the particular spot at which it has been 
determined to commence balloon operi- 
tions, which ia usually on the top of a 
good high hill. 

An ascent is an easy enonzh matter 
and is soon accotuplished. The balloon 
is securely fixed to the énd of the wire 
rope. and the two men who are to ascend 
take their places. At the word of com- 
mand the men who have been holding 
down the cur let go, and up shoots the 
balloon, unwinding the rope as it rises 
and allowed sometunes to ascend to a 
height of 1,000 feer. And suppose the 
officer receives instructions to move the 
position of the balloon, is it necessary to 
haul it dowh? Notai ; of it. Aman 
is placed at the end of the wagon who 
carefully : ides the connecting rope so 
that it caniet get entangled or run risk 
of being cut, and away goes the wagon, 
sometimes atat trot across fields and up - 
and down hill, nntil the balloon itself is 
along distance away from its original 
station. Next, snppose that it is neces- 
sary to lower the balloon. Is it needful 
to wind in all the wire rope that bas been 
paid out from the reels? No such thing, 
The balloon is brought to earth in a 
much more expeditious manner. 

A long, stont pole. in the middle of 
which ia a pulley wheel, is laid across 
the rope. Hulf a dozen men seize the 
pole and ran it along the rope, and their 
Weight soon brings the balloon down to 
the ground. Passengers can then be ex- 
changed. or any other operation can be 
carried on, aud then the men run the 
pole back, and up shoots‘ the balloon 
again many hundreds of feet into the 
air, without having been away from its 


| exulted position more than a few minutes. 


But it is not necessary to lower the bal- 
loon in this or any other way whenever 
it is required that messages should be 
exchanged between those below and those 
above. There are various contfivances 
for doing this. Sometimes, for instance, 
a wire is attached, through which mes- 
sages can be sent toa telephone. Another 
plan is to send messages down the wire 
cable. A little wire hook is fastened 
around the cable, and the letter or pa- 
per, weighted with a small sandbag, is 
sent fluttering duwn. The human voice, 
it may also be added, can be heard both 
from a considerable height and depth, so 
that verbal communication isnot difficult 
if there is no wind.—Good Words. 

Sensitive Horses.

On the 
other hand, it is perfectly true, as a be- 
sotted but intelligent stable keeper once 
observed to me, “A kind word for a hoss 
is as good sometimes'as a feed of oats.”

His driver, Dan Mace, though one of 
the best reinsmen in America, once made 
the mistake, through ill temper or bad 
judgment, of giving’ Daniel Lambert a 
severe cut with the whip. and that sin- 
gle blow put anend to his usefulness asa 
trotter, He became wild and ungovern- 
able in harness and remained so for the 
rest of his life. 

In dealing with a horse more than with 
most animals one onght to exercise pa- 
tience, care and above all the power of 
sympathy, so as to know if possible the 
real motive of his doing or refusing to 
do this or that. To acquire such knowl- 
edge and to act upon it when required 
is a large part of the ethics of horse-

There are enough portraits of him; for a 
dozen busts, two dozen oil pictures, 
twice that number of miniatures, but all 
these tell the same story. Here is a face 
With strength, with thought, with world- 
ly wisdom, with kindliness, with con- 
tentment, with self-control, all in evi- 
dence, but absolutely without a sugges- 
tion of laughter. Yet the author of “Poor 
Richard” was a wit, and helped himself 
and his generation over many a rough 
spot by a clever phrase and laugh. A 
recent fortunate “find” of Mr. Geo. A. 
Lucus of Paris, in one of the bric-a-brac 
shop of that city, is no less than an en- 
tirely hitherto unknown terra-cotta me- 
dallion of Franklin. In profile, and 
clearly modelled from life it most resem- 
bles the Nini miniature, but the expres- 
sion is different, and the fine rounded 
head is not hidden by the famous fur 
cap, which, if it so pleased the Pari- 
sians of his day, nevertheless took away 
so much of Franklin. What is more 
the grave impression of the mouth is 
lacking, and in place we see the lips and 
chin as it seems to me they must have 
looked when Franklin was smiling “in- 
side” and could not entirely keep it 
there.—From “A New Portrait of Frank- 
lin,”by Paul L. Ford, in the May Scrib- 
ner.

QUEENS OF HAWAN. 


PLAYED PROMINENT PARTS IN THE 
ISLAND KINGDOM. 


How ‘Queen Kaahumanu Established 
“Woman's Rights"—Royal Processions, 
In One of Which a Dowager Wore Sev- 
enty-two Yards of Cashmere. 


When the missionaries arrived at Ha- 
waii, March 80, 1820, the condition of 
woman was that of aslave. She could 
not eat cocoanuts, bananas, oranges or 
fish, and one of the curions tabus, or in- 
terdictions, forbade her eating any kind 
nf food with men. 

Queen Kaahumanu sent for the new 
king, Liboliho, who was engaged in a 
drunken orgie ont on the ocean in a 
canoe, and urged him to throw down the 
idols in the heaiaus, or temples, and to 
clinch the matter by eating in public 
with a group of women who were feast- 
ing by themselves at a little distance 
from the royal abode. Staggering over 
to them, Liholiho, who was a very dif- 
ferent character from his famous father, 
sat down and publicly ate some of their 
food. The cry went up, “The tabu is 
broken.” 

The torch was applied to the idols, and 
woman's emancipation began. Queen 
Kaahuinanu was a huge, heavy mortal, 
and like all the chiefs she was proud and 
cruel. At first she treated the mission- 
aries with disdain, offering only the tip 
of her little finger in salutation, but she 
became a zealous convert and remained 
to the time of her death, in 1832, at the 


age of 58, 4 firm and conscientious Chris- | 


tian, beloyed by those who intimately 
knew her and nniversally respected for 
ber abilities. She had ruled as consort 
of the great conqueror, as joint sovereign 
with his son, Liholiho, and as regent dur- 
ing the minority of Kauikeouli. 
Kamamulu, the queen of pleasure lov- 
ing Liholiho, was fond of display. 
state occasion in 1823 she wus carried in 
procession, seated in a whaleboat on a 


frame of wickerwork borne on the shoul- | 


ders of 70 men. 

The boat and platform, 30 feet long by 
12 feet wide, were covered with costly 
broadcloth relieved by beautiful colored 
tapas (native bark cloth), The queen's 
dress was a scarlet silk mantle and a 
feather coronet.; An immense Chinese 
umbrella, richly gilded and decorated 
with tassels. and fringes of the sume 
gaudy color, supported by a chief wear- 
ing a helmet, screened her from the sun. 


Chiefs held aloft kahilis, or royal } 


staffs, 30 feet high, the handles sur- 
rounded by alternate ivory and. tortoise 
shell rings, beantifnlly wrought and 
highly polished, the upper part being ar- 
ranged so as to form a column or plnime 
of scarlet feuthers of 14 feet in diameter 
and from 12 to 14 feet long. A more 
magnificent insignia of rank, conveying 
at once the ideas of grandeur, state and 
beanty, as they towered and gracefully 
nodded above the multitude, was never 
devised by barbarians. 

Another royal lady. Kinan, who after- 
ward shared anthority with Kamehame- 
ha Til (Kauikeonli), her tithe being Kna- 
humacu IH, appeared in a scarlet pan, a 
long piece of silk wound round the body 
and limbs, with two long streamers The 
pan is a very graceful costume, especial- 
ly when worn by a wahiue (native wo- 
maun) on horseback, with the gayly col- 
ored streamers afloatin the wind. The 
two dowager queens appeared in this 
procession. One of them wore 72 yards 
of cashmere of double width. one-half 
being orange and the other half scarlet. 
This was wrapped about her figure till 
her arms were supported by the mass in 
a horizontal position, while the remain- 
der, forming an extensive train, Wassup- 
ported by a retinue selected for that pur- 
pose. 

The richness and variety of the dresses 
and colors, and the exhibition of the 
wealth and power of the chiefs, their 
hereditary symbols of rank, the stately 
kahilis, splendid cloaks and helmets, and 


necklaces of feathers, intermingled with | 
the brilliant hnes and-deep green of the | 


flowers. und wreaths from their native 
forests, rendered the spectacle at once 
unique and attractive. Gronps of sing- 
ers and dancers, to the number of many 
hundred, ever and anon met the proces- 
sion, enthusiastically shouting their adu- 
lation in the willing ears of the chiefs, 

_Qneen Kamamalu and Liboliho made 
a voyage to London in 1823. Before the 
ship weighed auchor at Honolulu the 
quera chanted a farewell: 

“O heaven! O earili! 

O sea! O my connselors and my sub- 
jects. farewell!” 


The royal travelers created a sensa- | 


tion in London. Qneen Kamamalu ex- 


hibited herself in loose tronsers and a | 


long bed gown of colored velveteen. bnt 
Parisian modistes soon clothed the ladies 
in all the geor of fashion. 
the first time encircled their ample 
waists, and the London ladies, in their 


rage for the new lions, sought patterns of | 


the turban that graced the brow of the 
queen. 

But, alas, the royal pair caught the 
measles and died in London, poor chil- 
dren of nature that they were, far from 
the palm groves and bosky bowers of 
their native isles! The bodies, in lead 
coffins framed in wood and covered with 
crimson velyet, were seut to Honolulu 
in the frigate Blonde in charge of Lord 
Byron, a cousin of the poet.—Godey’s 
Mayazine.

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BRITISH VIEW OF THE KEARSARGE. 


Why She Won Her Combat With the Com- 
federate Commerce Destroyer. 

The old Kearsarge, which sank the 
Alabama, herself camo to # violent end, 
wrecked in the Caribbean seu. happily 
With the loss of but one life. It is 30 

ears since she fonght ber great fight off 

berbourg. so she has kept the seas a 
jlong time. She deserved an honored 
place on the retired list of the American 
navy, for she had claims on national 
gratitande only second to those of the 
Constitntion. 

Her fight with the Alabama was a 
tunel conducted very much on the model 
pf the persunal contests in the age of 
chivalry. After a hot pursuit she had 
at last cornered the Confederate cruiser 
which bad wronght so much ruin, to 
American commerce, and it was well 
understood that pursuer or pursued 
must perish. She watchéd the mouth of 
Cherbourg harbor, which her enemy 
was ander short notice to leave, and the 
fight was inevitable. The steamers in 
port came ont tosee it, and some of 
them carried excursion parties from 
Paris. The Kearsarge won by superior 
artillery, superior discipline, superior 
patriotism. Her crew had a nobler idea 
to fight for than the medley of merce- 
naries that crowded the privateer. These 
were a desperate gang, and they had 
given their officers endless trouble before 
the Keursarge took the reformation of 
their manners in hand. 

As the Alabama steamed eut of bar- 
bor ut 10 o'clock on Sonday morning, 
June 19, she found her antagonist wait- 
ing’ for her, and the two approached 
cach other in ever narrowing circles, 
firing all the time. The Kearsarge was 
better prepared for defense as well as 
for attack. Her commander had rough- 
ly armored her in the most vulnerable 
parts by laying all his spare chain ca- 
bles ın folds over the sides. The Ala- 

| bama opened fire at a distance of about 
| a mile, and when the ships had made 
teven complete circles she snddenly 
turned and headed for the land. She 
was sinking, for both shot and shell bad 
reached her with fearfal effect on ship 
und crew. A British yacht, the Deer- 
hound, which had come out to see the 
fight, came up 1n time to save about 40 
of the crew as they jumped for their 
lives. The last shot wus fired as she 
went dawn. It was a glorious victory. 
We can say so with a clear conscience 
| now. as The Daily News was among the 
few metropolitan Journals that said so 
when it was won.—London News,
